No. 45-ITC(PN)/67.—^It has been reported that a surcharge on freight rate 
Is likely to be levied In respect of consignments, which folIowln|t the closure 
of the Suez Canal, are to come to India ola the Cape of Good Hom from overseas 
countries. Importers who have to pay such extra charges would normally have 
to get the value of their Import licences enhanced. In order to save time and 
work all round In amending the values of licences In such cases, It has been 
decided that any excess of freight over the c-i-f. value of the licences, on account 
of the Increase In the freight rate would be condoned by the Customs authorities- 

2- The licensees will not be required to produce the licences to the Import 
Trade Control authorities for amendment; and the Customs authorities will allow 
clearance on production of documentary evidence to the effect that the increased 
freight charges are due to the closure of Suez Canal and diversion of goods via 
the Cape of Good Hope.
